Pepperell, Mass., Dec. 8.—Fourteen 
thousand dollars In cash was secured 
by burglars, who early 
Wednesday 
blew open the vault of the First Na­ 
tional bank here. 
The thoroughness 
and skill with which the work was 
performed has convinced the police 
that the burglars were professionals. 
Three men were In the party, and al­ 
though they were seen escaping In an 
automobile, all trace of 
them 
was 
soon lost and the authorities were un­ 
able to ascertain in which direction 
they departed. 
It Is believed, how 
ever, that the burglars went 
from 
here to Groton. 
i 
The bank vault was blown open 
' about 2 o’clock at which time the last 
i of three explosions 
waR 
heard 
by 
; Ernest Tarbell, who 
was 
sleeping 
, next door. 
The two i>ar!ler detona­ 
tions had aroused him, but he was un- 
* certain as to their origin, as the sound 
I was muffled. 
The 
third 
explosion, 
' however, was less guarded and was 
followed by a crash and rattle, as the 
vault door fell away and interior glass 
fittings were broken. 
Tarbell armed 
himself with a revolver and started 
to Investigate, only to find the door of 
his own house barred from the out­ 
side. He succeeded in breaking open 
his door and Immediately started for 
the bank. 
Tarbell reached the bank 
just as the robbers were leaving in an 
automobile. 
After shouting 
an 
alarm 
Tarbell 
fired several shots at the burglars. 
The shots were fired at a distance of 
some 20 feet, but there is no indica­ 
tion that any of 
them 
tcok 
effect. 
Tarbell, who followed the automobile 
for so m e distance along 
the 
maiu 
street, Is reasonably certain that the 
machine took the road to Groton. 
Cashier Henry F. Tarbell, who was 
Immediately notified of the robbery, 
came to the bank. 
He found a quan- 
! tity of bills and silver scattered about 
j the vault, giving evidence of the hurry 
j with which the burglars secured their i 
| booty. 
The large quantity of gold 
I stored In one of the inner recesses of 
' the safe was untouched, save for a 
single $10 coin, which was missing. 
Before beginning their work on the 
bank vault the burglars took the pre­ 
caution of barring the street doors of 
all the buildings in the vicinity of the 
hank. 
The first two explosions were 
SO effectually muffled that the noise 
was heard only a short distance from 
the bank, but apparently the burglars 
became excited and In preparing for 
the third forgot to take precautions. 
| Their hurried exit shortly after ln- 
j dirated that they were aware of their 
mistake. 
The explosives used were centered 
upon the door of the vault, and dul 
little damage. 
The third explosion 
shattered the entire front of the wall 
behind which the vault was located.

broken, but beyond this no damago 
was caused.

Physician Claims Shot That Killed Or. 
Rustin Was Not Self-Inflicted. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 1 —Mrs. RusUn 
and Hannah Dtneen, a servant In the 
Rustin home, Wednesday 
were the 
principal witnesses in the trial of 
Charles P. Davts, charged with the 
murder of Dr. Frederick E. 
Rustin. 1 
Mrs. Rustin underwent a severe cross 
questioning by Attorney Gurley, who 
forced her to identify insurance poli­ 
cies on her husband's life which were 
incontestible in the event of suicide. 
Miss Dineen all but collapsed dur­ 
ing the direct examination by State’s I 
Attorney English and the proceedings 
were suspended ten minutes until she I 
recovered. 
Miss Dineen’s 
testimony I 
c lo s e ly corroborated that of Mrs. Rus-1 
tin. In addition, she testified that she! 
saw a man who resembled the defen-1 
dant standing near the Rustin home! 
just before midnight the night of the! 
shooting. 
Technical testimony 
was 
given by Dr. W. R. Lavender, who 
performed the autopsy on Dr Rustin s I 
body. 
He expressed the opinion that I 
the shot that killed Dr. Rustin was 
not self-inflicted.
